“There is a tide in the affairs of men, 

Which, taken at the flood, leads on to fortune; 
Omitted, all the voyage of their life 

Is bound in shallows and in miseries.” 


HAVE always found great inspiration sitting 
by the sea-shore, watching the movement of 
the waves and the tide. When the tide is 
coming in, there is nothing more assured than the 
surging sheets of water moving higher and higher 
up the shore. If we could but know that there is an 
inner surging of the Spirit just as assured, that 
“leads on to fortune’’ and to health and better- 
ment, we would relax our tensions and fears. We 
would “‘stand still, and see the salvation of the 
Lord” as we joyfully watch the tide come in. 
Walking through an art gallery one day, I 
found myself lingering over a painting, an effec- 
tive seascape. It depicted a small boat forlornly 
beached on the sand with the tide far out. A per- 
son could easily identify himself with the boat. 
How often we seem to be teft high and dry in the 
passing parade of life. We feel we have been 
stranded in a situation where there is little hope 
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for escape, trapped in a morass of futility. Or we 
feel that while we have been preoccupied with 
family or work responsibilities, life has passed us 
by. 

The reason this particular painting caught my 
attention was the caption beneath it: “The Tide 
Always Comes Back.” In a matter of hours the 
tide will change and the waves will come surging 
in closer and closer with each sweep up the beach, 
until the waters will lovingly caress the waiting 
boat and set it free from its sandy prison, free to 
float and sail. No matter what our challenge may 
be—even if there seems to be no way out of a 
problem, no solution—‘the tide always comes 
back.” Beginning with an inner yearning for 
growth and freedom, for healing and overcoming, 
a power wells up within us that becomes an ir- 
resistible force for change for good. How beauti- 
fully the poet describes this inner movement of 
the Spirit: 

“Like tides on a crescent sea-beach, 
When the moon is new and thin, 
Into our hearts high yearnings 
Come welling and surging in— 
Come from the mystic ocean, 
Whose rim no foot has trod— 
Some of us call it Longing, 
And others call it God.” 
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In Unity we often say, ‘““The connecting link 
between God and man is the mind.” Thus the 
tide that surges in and “leads on to fortune’’ is 
that to which Job refers when he says: “There is 
a spirit in man: and the inspiration of the Al- 
mighty giveth them understanding.”” No matter 
how dark our way may appear, or how devoid of 
faith or courage or guidance our mind may seem 
to be, we are never more than one’ thought away 
from the happy solution of our problem. Within 
us is always the possibility of help, healing, guid- 
ance, and success. Within us wells a tide of di- 
vine ideas; taken in the full, it bears us to our 
good. 

Recently a man was caught in the middle of a 
merger of two great corporations. In the struggle 
for power between executive personnel, he sud- 
denly found himself without employment. It 
would seem that he had been beached high and 
dry, unemployed, with no source of income, too 
young and too financially insufficient to retire, 
and too old to make a new start. For awhile he 
indulged himself in a seemingly justifiable orgy of 
self-pity. How cruel was fate that could so in- 
trude on the happiness and success of one man! 
“And why did it have to be me?” he pondered 
with bitterness. It would seem that his position 
was one of utter futility. 
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Then something occurred. This man was not 
normally given to negative thoughts. The resil- 
iency of a mind conditioned to faith and optimism 
caused a return of hope. He began to contem- 
plate the truth that he lived in a sea of infinite 
intelligence and, if he kept his mind open in 
faith and expectancy, new and dynamic ideas 
would come surging in. The thought came to him, 
“You have lost your job but you have not lost 
your ability to work, to create, to serve. And you 
still have your mind. If you have a mind to think, 
you are only one thought away from the solution 
of your problem, and from a new and successful 
life.” He had the daring to think such thoughts 
and to accept them as true. He affirmed that he 
was at one with the infinite Source of supply and 
wisdom. He gave thanks for the realization that 
new ideas of activity and prosperity were con- 
stantly ‘‘welling and surging in.” 

Within a week the unemployed executive ex- 
perienced a wonderful change in his thinking, a 
change from despondency to contentment, from 
fear to confidence. During this period an idea was 
born, a plan of how he might be of service to his 
former employers. He presented the plan, which 
was given an enthusiastic reception. Soon he was 
retained in an advisory capacity by the company 
he had served for years, and today he is doing 
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consulting work of a similar nature for several 
large companies in the industry. He is more suc- 
cessful than ever before in his life. He has learned 
to stand steadfast in times of trial. He knows that 
the tide always comes back. 


No matter what challenges we face or how 
discouraged we feel, there is always the possi- 
bility of beginning again, of making a fresh start 
The point of beginning is within ourselves: 
“Christ in you, the hope of glory.” Paul says: 
“If any man is in Christ, be 7s a new creature: the 
old things are passed away; behold, they are be 
come new.” If a person keeps this idea in mind 
constantly, he will never be defeated by anything 
in the world. Our trouble is that we get away 
from the dynamic idea of our all-sufficiency in 
Christ. We forsake our inner power, and drift 
off into the shallows where eventually we run 
aground and ultimately find ourselves beached 
“high and dry.” But there is always hope. One 
poet sings of this hope: 

“I wish that there were some wonderful place 

Called the Land of Beginning Again, 

Where all our mistakes and all our heartaches 

And all of our poor selfish grief 

Could be dropped like a shabby old coat at the 

door, 

And never be put on again.” 
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Some may say: “The poet is a dreamer. Such 
things are not possible. We must be realistic.” 
That is a word I do not like. In most instances 
when someone says, “Be realistic,” he usually 
means, ‘Be negative!’’ One thing is sure: if we 
insist on approaching life and its experiences in 
this negative form of realism, we will not be 
conscious of the tide coming back for us. The 
ideas are there, the possibility lies within us; but 
our mind is closed in the determined insistence 
that nothing can be done. 

There is always a way if we have the faith to 
perceive and accept the inspiration of the Al- 
mighty. “All things are possible to him that be- 
lieveth.” All things! 


Some years ago I recall reading the story of 
a man and his challenge, and of the unique solu- 
tion that came through one simple idea. He was 
an apple grower in the high altitude of the Rocky 
Mountains. He knew that the cold climate of the 
mountains helps to firm the fruit and give it an 
unusual flavor. He had built up a thriving business 
selling his beautiful apples by direct mail, about 
sixteen carefully selected specimens to a box, for 
two dollars and forty cents, money refunded if 
not satisfactory. 


One year, just as his crop was ready to be 
harvested, a hail storm made unsightly brown 
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spots all over his apples. This did not harm the 
flavor or the firmness of the fruit, but it certainly 
made them less attractive to the eye. And with the 
premium trade he had, it spelled doom to his 
crop for the year. He debated whether to send the 
apples out anyway, with the possibility of mak- 
ing innumerable refunds and the loss of good 
will that would surely reflect in loss of repeat 
business the next year, or cancelling his orders. 


If ever a man felt that his situation was pre- 
carious, this man did. It would seem that he might 
be left high and dry with a crop of perfectly good 
apples that would be a total loss. He had the 
presence of mind to pray. He had a faith obvious- 
ly built up by long experience with answered 
prayer. He knew that there was a way and that 
if he kept his mind open and receptive, the one 
right idea would “come welling and surging in.” 


And come it did! The apples were mailed as 
usual—but with one minor change. In the top 
of the box an attractive card was inserted, which 
read: ‘Note the hail marks that appear as minor 
skin blemishes on some of the apples. These are 
proof of their growth at a high mountain al- 
titude where sudden chills from mountain storms 
help firm the flesh and develop the fruit sugars 
that give them their fine flavor.” The idea not 
only saved his crop, but the following year he 
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had thousands of letters asking especially for 
“hailmarked apples.” It appeared that he was 
. beached “high and dry,” but he believed, and the 
tide came back. 

Let us remember, when it seems that we cannot 
go on, through the power of the Christ within we 
can begin again. Through the renewal of our faith 
and the reshaping of our attitude we will experi- 
ence the movement of the inner tide of spirit that 
“leads on to fortune.’’ We will rejoice to know,
